official publication makes it clear 
that already the Corporation is 
vested with new end far-reaching 
powers to prevent developments 
which might, in the opinion of the 
Town Planning Committee and its 
expert advisers. fait to take 
cognisance of the city’s orderly 
growth and convenience. In addi- 
tion to establishing such negative 
powers of prohibition, the sketch 
plan is distinguished by positfve 
values, which are of much greater 
ultimate importance. Were its pro- 
visions never to have legal effect, 
the mere. existence of a balanced 
design, founded on the results of 
expert research and advice, would 
inevitably be accepted as a guide to 
be observed by public authorities 
and by citizens of good-will. En- 
‘dorsed, as the sketch plan has been, 
by the Corporation, the moral value 
of such design is far from being 
negligible. 

That is one side of the picture, 
Unfortunately, it has other, and 
far less reassuring, facets. One of 
these aspects appears in the con- 
sultants’ and the Town Planning 
Committee’s reports as they now are 
published. When, seven years ago, 
the Town and Regional Planning Bill 
was introduced, this newspaper took 
strong exception to two of its most 
important provisions. We expressed 
our belief that the mere permission 
which was given to local authorities 
to form joint ‘‘ regional ’’ planning 
bodies would be fruitless of result ; 
and we took the view that Dublin 
Corporation would be very unlikely 
to accept responsibility for the 
exercise of limited planning powers 
over the Counties of Dublin, 
Wicklow, Kildare and Meath. 
Experience has justified both of 
those fears. Now, at the end of 
seven years, during which the city’s 
population has overflowed into 
county areas, what is the position? 
We have an unqualified declara- 
tion that the area of the present 
city is “ utterly inadequate’’ for 
planning purposes; the Town 
Planning Committee’s explanation 
that wider powers were not sought 
because the Corporation felt bound 
to wait for the Government’s deci- 
sion on the report of the Greater 
Dublin Tribunal and the operation 
of the County Management Act; 
embarrassing negotiations with 
the independent county planning 
authority, and—in the .end—the 
restriction of the “ Statutory 
Plan,” now being prepared, to 
the present city boundaries. In 
a sentence—it is a hopelessly cir- 
cumscribed and truncated plan, 
excellent within its imposed limits, 
but entirely inadequate to meet the 
obvious needs of the metropolitan 
city and county. What can be 
done, without undue. delay, to 
remedy such glaring defects? To 
that question there are two quite 
clear answers. The first is that the 
Government should at once pro- 
ceed to cut away the present en- 
tanglements between planning and 
administrative functions by giving

The death on active service of John 
Mair 1s one of those personal tragedies 
which are being provided in such 
dreadful measure by this war, Young 
Mair, who: was y twenty-four, was 
the son of the late G. Mair, 
formerly dramatic critic of the Man- 
chester Guardian, and Mollie Allgo!, 
bi ia as Ea pbk 2 chon 
bbey,. ppened to be in 
Paris lth Seco Mair, who then was 
a high official of the Ministry of 
Information, and well remember his joy 
and pride on the birth of his boy. 
John took after both his parents. 
From his brilliant father he inherited 
a literary style which was shaping itself 
admirably in the book-reviewin 
columns of the New Statesman an: 
Nation; from his mother he took 
that ready wit and charm of manner 
which made him so popular in 
London’s literary circles; and, if he 
had lived he, undoubtedly, would 
have gone far as a writer. His father 
was one of the most highly accom- 
lished journalists I have ever known. 
He was well known in Dublin, which 
he visited often before the last war, 
and took a keen interest in the for- 
tunes of the Abbey Theatre.

At the Irish Film Society’s monthly 
show in Terenure on Saturday last, 
when a French film with English sub- 
titles was being shown, I noticed that 
at one place the word “ probably ” was 
spelled ‘‘probarley.” This is not the 
first time Ihave noticed mmilar errors 
of spelling in the English sub-titles of 
foreign films—as a matter of fact, 
there was another mis-spelling in Satur- 
day’s picture, but I cannot bring it to 
mind. 

I do not know whether these titles 
are fitted by menials connected with 
the studio in France who have not the 
English very well, or whether they are 
done in Britain by “arty” young men 
who are careless about such sordid 
details as the mere spelling of a word, 
but, whatever the reason, the effect is 
one of sloppy and haphazard work 
which gives a dubbed film an amateur 
appearance.
